No amendment

spoken advocacy save possibly only the proposed state with 
prohibition amendment. 
In every county of the state every county official, prac­ 
tically, was openly supporting the 
proposal 
and 
laboring 
earnestly for its adoption. 
The press was either advising the 
adoption of the amendment or keeping silent it opposed.

That proposal was literally buried under an avalanche of 
hostile votes. 
While the other proposals were defeated by from twenty 
to fifty thousand votes, that particular one was defeated by 
nearly three hundred and fifty thousand

able ideals of tin* oncoming generations. 
Tile people both old and young should have respect for 
their public servants. 
That they cannot have if the private 
life of the public servants is not what it should 
he. 
even 
though there may lh* no just cause for complaint as to official 
conduct. 
However, in these days, there is grav»* danger that an 
I'tfieial who is below par in his private life is not up to stand­ 
ard officially, and if he is for a time that, sooner or later, the 
official standard will fall to the lower level.
